more eſpecially for the Church of England , it being the PureſkRetigion in th 
World, and moſt agreeable to the Dzvine Natare , and it was no leſs than G OT 

Himſelf that planted it by ſuch a Miraculous Power, that it confounded the ve 
Angels, changing Humanity into D:vinity ; and this could not be obtained without Chrift; 
ſacrifiſing himſeif to appeaſe the Wraihof an Angry God, that through him Morials might® 
be capable of a Divine Being : Therefore all that intend to be ſaved by Chriſt, are obliged *® 
to yield obedience to his Commands : And therefore I would intreat you teriouſly to confi»  * 
der the M:gh;y Occaſion that calls you hither (the like has not been known tor theſe many 
Ages) and if God does not give you Wiſdom, you will wound inſtead of ring, and haſten 
our Ruzy ; for | muſt needs tell you , that it is contrary to the Principles of your Religion, 
To do Evil that Good may come ©n it + But God may wink at this if you proceed no far» 
ther , becauſe he knows that you are but Men , and that you had reaſon for what you did; 
yer if | had known of it, it ſhould never have been done : for God is glorified by the Fa:th 
and Patience of his Saznts , and it has been the Praftice of cbriflzans in all Ages to truſt 
God , and to be willing to facrifiſe their Lives and Fortunes for his Truth ; and 1 muſt 
needs ſay , My Lords, that moſt of you have done ſo too: for if God had given the King 
Victory, in what a Condition would you have been, by running your ſelves into imminent 
dang'r, and diſgraced your Rel:gion , in not going the Right Way ; but God ſurfered it ito 
proſper, becauſe the Roman Catholicks ſhould not attribute their V:Fory to the Virgin Ma- 
ry. But this muſt not incourage your Lordſhips to make Falſe ſteps , for if God overturn» 
ed the King for not walking uprightly before him , how much more will he do the Xng» 
dom”, if that you ſhould prove unkind or ungrateful to the Kzmg ? Though I would not - 
be like the Aſs to aſſiſt the Lion , and then be made a Prey of, nor yet the Fox rhat de-. 
lights to ſee the Lion in trouble ; but I would be like the good Samaritan , that heal'd the 
Wounds by pouring Oil and Wine into them. For I would have all Occaſions of Fears and 
Jealouſies to be removed on every fide , which H# Majeſty might have done, if he had 
pleaſed ; for Itold him the End at the Beginning , but he would not believe ; have acare 
that you are not Unbelievers too - for | never ſought any thing but the King and King. 
doms Happineſs ; neither do I deſire to have any greater glory in this World,? than to have 
you ſafe and happy , which you all conclude will be in this Fay which you have taken : 
but you will be deceived if you be not wiſe. Not that I would have you be ungrateful to 
the Prince , nor yet in S/avery ; but as you are Fee-bory, you ſhould keep your ſelves 
ſo : for it was his own Intereſt that brought him hither as well as yours, and it is but rea- 
ſori that he ſhould have Right done in that Matter ; for no boy can condemn tum for 
looking after the R:ght of his Wife - but all the World will highly condemn you to give,or 
he to receive, the Right of the King ; and you muſt not think to g0 unpunithed : for why 
ſhou}d not $04 be as zealous fot his Laws, as Mar is for his ; and fo exclude you out of 
his Kingdom, as you do the King out of his. Beſides,l don't think the Prince has ſo much 
to ſay againſt the King , as the People ſuppoſes ; but if there were , God can pardon them 
upon repentance and amendment ; for he has declared, That zf your ſins be as ſcarlet, he'll 
waſhyou as white as (now: Therefore take not any thing away from the K:»g, only free 
his Kingdoms from Popery , and let not that have any Dominion : And treat the Prince 
>= asa Friend and Great Inſirument in aſhiting towards the Doing of this Great Work ; and 
whatever Good you receive by þ:mz, reſtore it tensfold in affiſting him with your /.zves and 
Fortunes againſt France , and I don't doubt but by Gods Bleſſing , you will Conquer and 
Subdue it ; | and from thence to Rowe : | for I have a great deſire to ſee the French King, 
having Faſted Fourteen Days that he ſhould not Conquer ps : Therefore fear not his M:-ghty 
Army, for God will give you V:fory, but make haſt and do it ; for God's Hand as wellas 
this K:;224doms will be againſtit. Andin ſodoing,you will make the Prince Famous threugh 
the World ; and Tou by your Wiſdom, Juſtice and Goodneſs, may be Inftrumental to Con 
vince the Roman Cathoircks of their Errors ; and fo in the End obrain a Univerſal Peace , 
Which will be Tour Eternal Glory not only in this World, but in That 10 come, : Which that 
the Lord may g:ve you WW: {dom to obtain, is the Prayer of Your Humble Servant - .
